functiousof every De- 


partment ol the State government—not excepting even 
the question of his own judicial powers over the Chero­ 
kee circuit. 
I lie Executive has found its authority, and 
that of the Legislature, throughout their entire constitu­ 
tional range, disputed and denied hi these bills, having 
the official sanction of tins Judge. 
These sanctioned 


bills o f injunction allege that the statute offieorgia re­ 
ferred to, is ttul/ <Did void a because contrary to the 
constituli >n of the United Htates, as well as the consti­ 
tution ol Georgia. 
Indeed, the whole question depends 
upon the right ol the State of (¡eorgia to enact the stat­ 
ute referred to, providing for the government of the 


Cherokee Indians within the limits of the State, and 
equallv extends to her entire legislation on the subject. 
J he cHlms of the President of the U, States to settle 
those longstanding perplexities, would have been per- 
fected by a treaty concluded by him, but for the neglect 
of the Senate to act upon us provisions. 
But, from all 
the information in the possession o f the Governor, lie is 
of opinion that these diiiieultioa can never bo brought 
to u happy is-un*, so long as the Indians are induced to 
believe that the laws of the State and its policy to­ 
wards them, can be thwarted, evaded and overruled by 
their white friends in Georgia, aided by the Judges of 
the State courts. 
The Governor is therefore of opinion 
that such measures should Iu* promptly adopted as will 
secure the constitutional sovereignty and jurisdiction of 
the Htato. 


Internal Improvement, by means of rnil-roads/is re­ 
commended by the Governor in strong terms. 
The 
large sums of money heretofore expended in the State 
upon roads and rivers, has effected hut little permanent 
good, 
lie is of opinion that the present generation 
will live to see a continuous line of rail-rond, except 
short spaces supplied by steamboat navigation, from 
New York to New Orleans : and lie is convinced that 
the only great work of internal improvement 
which 


w ould concentrate the resources and energies of the State, 
would he a central rail-road—commencing on the sea­ 
board, and running thence to the centre of the State, 
with the view of ultimately extending the line through 
the interior, to its north-western boundary, so as even­ 
tually to secure to the State a considerable portion of 
the immense trade of the great and fertile west. 


(iov Lumpkin seems to be properly impressed with 
the great advantages to be derived from a general svs- 
t< m of education, and thinks the connexion of manual 
labor with school studies, promises the grentest and 
most salutary improvement upon all former plans. 


Great care is recommended in granting banking privi­ 
leges—and experience is referred to, in proof that these 
incorporations possess and have exerted the power to 
drain l'run the country the constitutional, hard money 
currency, and substitute in lieu thereof the joint-stock 
notes ol corporate companies, liable to bankruptcy, 
from the mere forebodiugs o f being called on to pay 
their ust debts ; and that, under cover of their chartered 
piiv tlcges, the most extensive frauds are sometimes 
practised upon an unsuspecting community.

Before I joined the Linda, I had been at 
Princess Island a month and a half, on board of a Bra­ 
zilian brig—the brig had been there, I think, over fif­ 
teen days—-I did not see her tiil two or three days after 
she had been there—it was in the mouth of January, 
but what day I don't know— the captain of the Linda 
was to give me $120 for the voyage round to Nazareth 
and back to Havana—one of the others shipped for the 
same wages—she was a two-topsail schooner, had a 
bray pivot-gun, and two carro nade»— the head was nei­ 
ther a fiddle-head nor a billet-head— it was long and 
slim, and turned up at the end—the main topsail yards 
were smaller ihun the fore-yards— had twelve men on 
doard when 1 first went on board— afterwards I saw 
seven more at the barracorn [see testimony of Perez] 
— the custom-nouse bout was along side, when I went 
on board, but i do not know that the custom-house offi­ 
cers overhauled her— 1 think Ferrara, the Governor of 
the Island, was the consignee o f the Pinda’s cargo—I 
heard that the mate was sick at the Governor’s house— 
i heard no report ol the piracy of the Mexican at 
Princess Island— I never saw any money on board— we 
were not chased while going to Lopez—saw no vessel 
while going from Princess Island te Lopez.

The prisoners all told me that they abandoned tlieir 
cargo to trade in slaves— [the witness describes the at­ 
tack on Linda, and escape of her crew, precisely as 
other witnesses]— one or two muskets were fired from 
the English boats, [Mr Child here contradicts Mr Pey­ 
ton’s interpretation, hut Mr Tavers, the native Portu­ 
guese, confirms Mr Peyton]— I can only swear that 
they fired one, two, or three—they were very near,
